In reply to the official office action dated March 12, 2003 the applicant provisionally 
elects Group I with traverse. The restriction requirement is respectfully submitted to be 
improper as all the claims are directed to a single invention that is the application of a stick-on 
sheeting material to a surface disposed between a user and a support with which the user is in 
sliding engagement. The surface to which the stick-on sheeting material may be attached may
